BROWN ON RAILROADS, } 


The Senator from Georgiain Opposition to 
Railroad Legislation. 
Wasninetox, January 16.—Mr. Hoar of- 
fered a resolution, which was agreed to, direct- 
ing the architect of the capitol te place in the 


room of the senate wing, in which Vice-Pra%i- 
dent Henry Wilson died, a marble tablet, 
recording the fact and date of his death. 
Hoar, in moving the resolution, briefly eulo- 
gized the deceased, saying, among other 
things, that he was a@ noticeable instance of 
the opportunities afforded by American insti- 
tutions to the humblest citizen to rise to emi- 
nent position. 

The senate then proceeded to the considera- 
tion of bills upon its calendar. 

Among the memorials presented was one 
from three thousand cigar makers of Phila- 
delphia, setting forth that the ratification of 
the pending Spanish treaty would throw out 
of employment more citizens of the United 
States than there are inhabitants in Caba and 
Porto Rico, and ‘protesting against ratifica- 
tion. 

A number other petitions against the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty were presented and appro- 
priately referred. 

A message from the house of representatives 
was received, announcing the disagreement of 
that body to the senate amendments to the 
temporary naval appropriation bill, and ask- 
ing tor a conference, which request was grant 
ed and the chair appointed the conterees. 

THE INTERSTATE BILL. 

At two o’clock the chair laid before the sen- 
ate the interstate commerce bill. The debate 
on-this bill consumed the remainder of the 
day’s session. The question pending was Sla- 
ter’s amendment, providing that no greater 
charge should be made tor ashort haul than 
for a long haul, 

Mr. Ven Wyck opened the discussion ina 
long prepared speech, upon the general sub- 
ject of government control of railroads. 

Mr. McPherson regarded as unconstitution- 
althe pending amendment of Mr. Slater, 
which would probibit an interstate railroad 
from charging any greater compensation for 
transporting a similar amount and 
kind of apy she for a shorter than 
for a longer distance. It would give some 
roads the power to bankrupt and ruin their 
rivals. The New York Central and the Penn- 
sylvania being each supreme in one state, 
would, under the proposed amendment, be able 
to ruin the Erie, the Baltimore and Ohio, the 
Lehigh Valley, the Delaware and Lacka- 
wanna and the West Shore—al] roads whose 
tracks were confined to one state could ruin 
interstate roads. 

Mr. Slater controverted this point. Con- 
gress would do its duty, he said, by adopting 
this amendment,and if,under any ot the provi- 
sions of the bill, any means of injustice should 
be resorted to, that did not come specially 
under the provisious of the bill, the separate 
states would be appealed to by the parties af- 
fected, and the states would undoubtedly sce 
that such injustice was remedied. 

Mr. Van Wyck addressed the question tothe 
senator from Kansas, Ingalls, ‘‘was it right to 
charge the same rate from Chicago to Kansas 
City as to Louisville?” 

N.r. Ingalls made no reply. 

The inquiry was repeated but still 
eliciting @ response. 

Mr. Van Wyck said, that whilethe senator 
from Kanses was pondering over a reply, he 
would propound the same question to the sen- 
ator from Iowa, Aliison.

MR. BROWN ON THE BILL. 

Mr. Brown said that at about the time 

when the first railroad was established between 


Manchester and Liverpool, England, a lot of 


two and a half acres of Jand, on the site of the 
present city of Atlanta, was sold for a horse, a 
eaddle and bridle. That lot now bore more 
than $15,000,000 worth of property. The dif- 
ference in value, he said, had 
bee created by railroads. It was 
easY to excite the people against 
the railroads, but he was addressing himself to 
cool headed men, brave senators who repre- 
sented the people. He asked no privileges for 
the railroads, but asked that something like 
justice be done to them. They should have 
fair play. Mr. Brown then entered upon an 
elaborate analysis and discussion of the ques- 
tion of railroad charges and management. The 
conrpetitive system ,he said, had been virtually 
ebandoned in England. It had never been 
recognized much in France. In Germany the 
government was taking hold of the ra:roads 
so as to contro] competition. Consolidation,not 
competition, was the solution of the railroad 
question. That wasthe policy of England, 
whose statesmanship towered like a great 
pyramid upon the plains of time. When peo- 
ple nowadays wanted railroads built, popular 
orators made speeches, men applauded, and 
ladies waived their handkerchiefs. Every 
possible inducement was given to men to In- 
vest money in the enterprise,but no sooner was 
the road built than the whole tenor of popular 
sentiment changed, and those who had not 
put a dollar into its construction joined in a 
crusede for its confiscation. Referring to the 
question of uniform rates of charge, Mr. Brown 
said that if small roads with limited local 
freights, were compelled to rina 4 for the same 
rates as the great trunk lines, they would be 
unable to keep in running order, and would 
have to go into bankruptey. The legislation 
proposed would greatly discourage the build- 
ing of railroads, There may be enough of 
them in the north and west. These sections 
mey have enough game in trap to be able to 
efiord to pull the trigger. It was not so with 
the south, which yet needed railroads. If the 
present bill passed, the people who were now 
clsmoring for its passage would soon be found 
clamoring for its repeal. It would either 
drive the railroads into bankrupt- 
oy, or else 8 would prohibit 
all interchange of commodities ata greater 
distance than 500 or 600 miles, as the statistics 
quoted by Mr. Brown showed that freight

THE PITTSBURG SUSPENSIONS, 


PittssurG, January 16.—It is expected that 
next Tuesday Oiiver Bros., & Phillips will 
makea formal statement. Inthe meantime 
there will be much speculation as to the con- 
dition of their affairs, and many wild rumors 


mey become public, but they cannot be based 
on any definite knowledge. The firm says 
that it wil make its statement to its creditors 
first, and to the public afterwards, and no in- 
formation can be had until Tuesday after- 
noon, when the figures will be submitted. The 
clerical force of the firm is busily at work on 
the books, preparing for the showing. The 
indications are that the liabilities of the firm 
will reach from four million to six million, 
five million dollars being the sum generally 
given by those connected .with the 
financial part of the institu- 
tion. A very large proportion 
of this sum is secured by collateral of various 
kinds, and is held by the banks. The Pitts- 
burg banks hold considerable of this paper, 
but itis nearly all well secured. Banks in 
various parts of the country east and west also 
hold paper, eastern financial institutions hav- 
ing large blocks. The Pittsburg banks have 
decreased their holding largely within a year, 
much of the paper being paid Voluntarily by 
the firm. In one bank the firm 
its paper $100,000 within a year. Consider- 
ing the extent of the firm’s business, but a 
comparatively small amount of the weight of 
the suspension falls upon Pittsburg shoulders. 
It is stated officially that several of the corpor- 


. atiens owned more or less by- the firm, but 


doing separate business, will not ask for an 
extension, as they are able to take care of 
themselves. This no doubt includes H. B. 
scott & Co., the barbed wire works and the 
Standard nut works.

VW AR IN RATES. 


The Possibility of Low Ocean Rates forthe 
Summer, : 

CuicaGoe, January 16.—The Times says: A 
lively war in passenger rates between the 
trans-Atlantic steamship companies has been 
inaugurated here, which promises to reduce 
fares for ocean passage to a very low figure. 
The immediate cause of the hostilities was the 
displacement of the Hamburg-American com- 
pany of Charles Kosoninski and company, their 
general western passenger agent, by the estab- 
lishment in Chicago of a branch oifice of the 
New York passenger agents of the line. Wil- 
liam Reme, managing- director of the com- 
pany, at once transferred his interests to Carr’s 
Hamburg line, and Kosoninski & Co. were 
made its general passenger agents. Thechange 
has resulted in a fight between the two lines, 
in which all the other Atlantic lines must nec- 
essarily become involved. 

New York, January 16.—The cut rate war 
seems likely to become a double, instead of 
being only a contest of rates westward. This 
will be precipitated by an ugly fight that is 
being now opened between the Grand Trunk 
and the Lake Shore on emigrant travel.

THE GRANT BILL. 


DeLong’s Pension--The Crop Av- 
erages. 

WASHINGTON, January 16.—At a recent 
meeting of the house committee on military 
affairs, Representative Slocum was authorized 
to cail up in the house, at the first opportun- 
ee the ~ bill introduced ~ the senate, at 

e present congress, providing for in 
General Grant on the relined list’ At mat 
ing of the committee to-day, a motion author- 
izing Bim to.call up the bill: passed by the 
senate on the 14th instant, and having for its 
‘ObTecathttetirement of General Grant, was 
lost by a vote of wie’ to two. Those oppos- 
ing the proposition were. Messrs. Rosecrans, 
Slocum, Morgan, Wolford, Murray, Connolly, 
Lyman and Boyne. Those favoring were 
Messrs. Cutcheon and Steele. 

The senate committee on pensions to-day 
reported adversely on the bill to grant pen- 
sion of $30 per month to Emma DeLong, wid- 
ow of the late Lieutenant Commander DeLong, 
of Jeannette fame. The report of the majority 
merely recommended indefinite postponement 
of the bill. Senator Blair submitted a minori- 
ty report, recommending a pension of $50 per 
month. The minority report quotes the house 
report recommending the passage of the bill 
and says itisajust and emphatic tribute to 
the services and memory of one of the brightest 
examples of bravery, fortitude and heroism 
which the annals of mankind afford. 

The annual report of the department of 
agriculture, now in the press,makes the record 
of the corn production for the year 1884, 
1,795,000,000 bushels; that of wheat nearly 
513,000,000, and oats 583,000,000. These ag- 
gregates are the largest ever recorded. The 
rate of yield is 25.8 bushels for corn; 13 for 
wheat, and 27.4 for oats. These are the fig- 
ures for permanent record.

IMPROVING THB NAVY. 


A Strorg Speech by Representative O’Neill 
m the Democratic Caucus, 
Wasnincton, January 16.—The principal 
speech in the democratic caucus last evening, 
in opposition to the resolution that the demo- 
cratic members should stand by the majority 
of the appropriation committee in the matter 
of the appropriations for the current and com- 
ing fiscal years, was made by Representarive 
O’Neill, of Missouri. He took strong 
ground to the effect that the democratic party 
should no longer refrain from making gener- 
ous appropriations for thé naval service from 
fear of the mismanagement of funds by the 
republican administration. Within six weeks 
the government would pass under democratic 
control, and no delay should be made in the 
work of building up a navy. <A hundred 
thousand able-bodied men throughout the 
country were out of employment, and it should 
be the policy ot the democratic party to ap- 
propriate liberally, not only for works of in- 
terval improvements, but for the erection 
of harbor defenses and the construction 
of anavy commensurate with the power and 
importance of the nation. The money which 
would thus flow into the channels of trade 
would viise the United States from the humili-« 
ating position of being atthe mercy of any 
third-class maritime country of the world. 
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ATTRIBUTED TO SHERMAN. 


A Strange Discrepancy in What the General 
Saw and What He Did, 

Ricumonp, Va., January 16.—Mr. E. M. 
Richeson, a trustworthy, reliable gentleman 
of this city, who was proprietor of a. wharf 
boat at Vicksburg, Miss., when the war broke 
eut, makes public the substance of an inter- 
view he had with Major, now General, W. T. 
Sherman at that period. Mr. Richeson says 
he was aroused from sleep one night by 
Captain Spotis, of the steamer Eclipse, 
who introduced -him to Major Sherman, 
who was then in command of 
the regulars, having been transported 


‘ from the Baton Rouge arsenal to the northern 


side of the line. Major Sherman said, ‘Mr. 
Richeson, I had you aroused to ask if you 
would be kind enough to take charge of the 
corpee of oneofmy men and have the body 
decently interred.”” Mr. Richeson told him 
he would. He then asked the major what he 
thought of the situation? Major Sherman 
said “Mr. Richeson, [am afraid there will 
be trouble,’ and then he added in substance, 
‘T bave spent many years in the south where 
I bave received only the kindest treatment, 
and before I would fight against those people I 
would lose my right arm.”

They said that there was no truth in it. 
Four Irish women climbed up to Rossa’s 
sanctum yesterday and said that they had 
heard that he was going to be murdered.

The Fort Wayne Strike, 

Fort Wayne, Ind., January 16.—The situa 
tion of the strike of the brakemen against the 
‘‘double-header” saystem of the Pittsburg 
Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad, remain 
unchanged. 

At three o’clock this afternoon a third un 
successful attempt was made by the Pittsburg 
Fort Wayne and Chicago — officials te 
move the frieght trains blockaded here, 
reason of the brakemen’s strike against the 
‘‘double-header” system of running freight 
trains. Superintendent Law, together with 
Master Engineer Polamus, attempted to take 
an engine from the roundhouse 
to attach to a freight train, when one of the 
strikers sprang upon the engine, laid hold of 
the whistle and blew it vigorously. This was 
the signal for aid, and was peapeanne to by 
other strikers scattered in and around the 
yards of the company, guarding the switches, 
etc. They compelled Mr. Polamus, who had 
hold of the throttle of the engine, 
to give place to a striker, 
while others assisted Polamus to 
dismount.

any circumstances. If wesubmit to double 
headers, it throws many men who have fami- 
lies dependent upon them, out of work, and 
those who do work cannot live upon the wages 
they can earn.

he total amount of money — out by the county 
s0bo00)] commissioner to teachers of public schools 
was $5,460.80. It will be seen by this showing that 
the colored children of Bartow county receive a 
liberal benefit from the public-school 
fun. As many colored children, in pro- 
aeons to the population of the county, are 
ught in the free schools, as white childrea,. By 
the census of 1880 the whole population of Bartow 
county was 18,628; of this number 12,419 were 
white and 6,271 colored. There were in the county 
6,179 childsen between the ages of 5 and 17, and 
of these 4,098 were white and 2,081 were colored.

A DOCTOR'S STORY. 


How a Pug Nose May be Givena More Styl- 
ish Form,

“The nose is simply a piece of cartilage,” said a 
surgeon yesterday, ‘‘and its shape can be changed 
with ease. Aclever Frenchman some years ago 
invented a machine for that purpose, and, I have 
heard, made a fortune by it, so many people are 
troubled with noses whose shapes do 
not please their owners or their 


owners’ friends. The machine consisted 
of asmal! shellin two parts, hinged together. It 
is mace of iron, japanned or enameled, It is in 
shape inside that of a perfectly molded nose, ac- 
cording to the type of the features of the wearer. 
Thus you can obtain a Roman, Grecian, retrousse, 
aquiline or any other shape you desire. Toapply 
the instrument the pose is first bathed in warm 
water at bedtime and thoroughly heated and soft- 
ened. Then it is well greased with olive oil, 
glycerine, vaseline or other oily substance. Finally 
the nose-improver is fixed on and the sides claspe 
together, and the wearer keeps it on all night, 
taking care in the morning to wash in 
cold water only. It is a rather patin- 
ful process at first, but after the first two or three 
appilications of the improver there is no more 
trouble. In about a month the nose begins to 
take its new shape and at the end of from eight to 
ten weeks the alteration is said to be perfect and 
permanent—that is, until the patient becomes 
tired of that particular shape and is desirous of 
baying another, when thesame operation with 
another instrament is necessitated.

civil service reform. The republicans claim 
to baye much more respect for President- 
elect Cleveland since his civil service letter, 
and have expressed freely the hope that he 
will carry out the spirit of his letter so far aes 
to keep all republicans in office. But-what 
is President Arthur doing’? He ythkerly dis- 
regards all but republicans who apply for 
office. No democrats nee. apply, even in a 
tistrict or state whwre there cannot be found 
limetent republican to fill a vacany. The 
democraww are told that the old policy that 
‘“‘to the victors belong the spoils’ had played 
out, and all republican office-holders have 
become exceedingly virtuous,and are wild 
in their support of civil service reform, since 
the success of the democratic party. 

Now, an honest ciyil service law properly 
administered would be a blessing to the coun- 
try, butacivil service law administered to 
continue the corrupt administration of our 
public affairs would prove a curse, and that 
will be justthe result if we keep in their 
places a large majority of the republicans 
now holding‘oftice. 

It is plain to be seen that among some of 
the most clamorous for a_ strict en- 
‘creement of the present civil 
service rules are to be found those who have 
been heretofore conspicuously suspected of 
all kinds of schemes to plunder the govern- 
ment.

Even i, we have to havea few 
mivfes less of sidewalk «r of streets, let us have 
it has heen said 
that Tue Constitution shoulaxot expose the 
weakness of our police force, as it w.'l encour- 
age the burglars. The burglars know iust 
where the force is weak better than 
we do. They know when to 
strike and where, and do not wait for 
newspapers to tell them. Our police force is 
either inadequate or inefficient, and the 
burglars are having things largely their own 
way. The very first duty of the city council 
is to so strengthen the force that it will be 
adequate to its duties. This once done the 
burglars will find it out, even before the 
newspapers do, and they will seek some 
other city where they can carry on their 
business without danger or detection. Let 
us bave the extra policemen, and let us have 
them quick! 
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WHOLESALE LAND GRABBING. 

The colonial craze is spreading rapidly in 
Europe. 

The proposed coronation of the czar of 
Russia as emperor of Central Asia; the Congo 
project; the recent annexations made by 
Germany are fresh in the minds of our read- 
ers. France, too, is no laggard. She con- 
tinues pounding away on Madagascar, and 
ber prime minister officially declares that it 
is the intention of the government to pursue 
its aggressive policy in Tonquin and not stop 
until the tri-color waves over the entire coun- 
try up to the frontier of the Chinese empire. 
If this does not mean colonization it means 
conquest for the purpose of spoliation. 

It can be easily understood why Germany 
has inaugurated colonization on @ vast scale. 
The increase of population is forcing emi- 
gration to such an extent as to weaken the 
fatherland. The prospect of seeing millions 
of the descendants of Germans in the course 
of a few generations mingled with the 
American people is not pleasing 
to Bismarck or any ardent § up- 
holder of the German empire. Naturally, 
a scheme suggests itself by which these emi- 
grants may still be held as the allies and sub- 
jects of Germany in yarious'colonies and de- 
pendencies of the crown. 

With France it is ‘different.. That mercu- 
rial country probably has no far-seeing line 
of policy marked out. The two Napoleons 
were long-headed, but the presidents of re- 
publican France have been inyariably short- 
sighted, providing only for to-day, and leay- 
ing to-morrow te take care of itself. 
France cares more for conquest than 
for colonization, although the latter may fol- 
low as an incident. 

England, under the peace administration 
of Gladstone, has temporarily abandoned her 
traditional policy of land-grabbing, but her 
peace yolicy has been characterized by con- 
tinuous bloodshed. Already discontent is 
abroad in the land, and the signs of the 
times indicate that Gladstone cannot long 
hold out against the ‘‘jingo’’ party. The 
pressure of the continental robbers without, 
and the appeals of selfishness within, must 
sooner or later drive England to wheel into 
line with the other land-grabbers. The out- 
look forthe coming year promises stirring 
events. The map of the world bids fair to be

He lived for 
many years in..California:t;Miss Bryant-Mackay 
was born in the golden . state 
some two and twenty years ago. She 
came abroad with her mother and has lived in 
Paris ever ‘since. The full name and title of the 
gentleman to whom our young and charming 
com patriot is to be united is Don Fernando Julien 
Colonna, prince di Galatro. He was born in 1858, 
and on the death of his uncle, Don Marc Antoiae 
Colonna, will sueceed to the titles, property and 
palace of this, one of the oldest houses in Italy. 
The Colonnas, who have always been a pow- 


erful, noble family, have four lines 
reaching out from the ancestral tree. One branch 
is the famous Roman family, immensely wealthy 
and widely known. As old as the Colonna-Stigliano 
line, to whieh our young prince aeene the Ro- 
man branch is, however, of less royal blood than 
is the Neapolitan house. The residence of Don 
Fernando’s uncle is in Naples, as has been that of 
his ancestors for many centuries. He and his are 
relatives of the royal Bourbons of Naples and the 
two Sicilies.

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TAE PEANUT TRADE, 


How the Nuts are Raised and Distributed 
in the Country. 
From the New York Mail. 

Within the last two years the raising and hand- 
ling of the ‘‘guber,”’-as the peanut is called in the 
south, has become animportant industry. Yet 
the producing sections are confined to eastern 
Virginia and western Tennessee along the Cam- 
berland river. The largest markets for peanuts in 
the world are Norfolk and Cincinnati. About two 
months ago the most extensive peanut commis- 
sion honse in Cincinnati removed to St. Louis, 
end will try to make thatcity an outlet for the 
Tennessee stock. Last year the total yield was 
com paratively light, being about 1,000,000 bushels, 
while this season the crop is over 3,500,000 bush- 
els. Last year they sold at seven anda half cents 


a pound, while this year they can be had at three 
anda halicents. 

The peanut grows very much like a sweet pota- 
to, and the vine resembles the red clover. Wher: 
ever a new leaf starts out a tendril is formed 
which extends into the grouad. The average 
yield is from thirty to seventy bushels to the acre, 
and there are about 100 peanuts on a vine. The 
article isa good one for speculation, and money 
can be made by judicious investments, becanse 
pecnuts donot dcterioate with age aud keep their 
taste for years. The expense of raising them is 
twice that ofcorn. The reason of thisis that the 
fruit must be picked by hand, which is 
slow and laborious. The average annual consump- 
tion is over 2,000,000 bushels. Of course the con- 
sumption depends upon the = to a great ex- 
tent. Theexperiment of cultivating peanuts in 
California was recently attempted with signal 
success, and the golden state will reotebiy become 
a rival of Virginia as a peanut producing locality. 
A few are raised in North Carolina, Missouri and 
Arkansas, but the twostates referred to grow nine- 
tenths of all the peanuts used in the world. 

A good deal of skill is required in handling 
gubers. They are shipped in the rough, and the 
process of cleaning and grading is done by the 
wholesale purchaser, The peanuts are emptied 
from sacks into a large bin and are run through a 
fan which separates the chaff. Passing down 
through another fan, the light nuts are thrown 
aside and the meaty ones run along a groove, 
when the black and inferior stoek is picked up by 
girls, and when the nuts reach the packing room 
there are two grades. During the various pro- 
cesses through which theyare sent the nuts be- 
come Clean and polished. Of course they must be 
roasted before people will eat them.

Thestage setting was per 
fect, and, to crown all, twenty-five Harvard men 
offered themselves to the colonel as ‘supers’ for 
the evening. Now Colonel Mapleson was proud 
of the appearance of these ‘supers,’ all athletic and 
of fine physique, and had them at rehearsal, for

‘The effect of the tableau depended on the real- 
ness Of the attack. So when the night of the opera 
came around the theater was packed, and every- 
thing went on brilliantly until the time for the 


fight. The curtain went up and showed a large 
ship with her broadside presented toward the audi- 
ance.

men as aby men in Washington. He enquired 
specially about his friend Peter W. Alexander,of 
Georgia. Still one more old citizen employed 
in the building, is Francis, a well known 
colored man: be is proprietor ofthe ‘Capital 
Restaurant;’’ he was once the bartender of 
Jobn Hancock, who kept the ‘fashionable 
bar’ in Washington, in the daysof Webster, 
Clay, Lewis Cass and Thos. H. Benton. 
Frances hasmixed many a ‘‘cocktail” for 
Messrs. Clay, Webster, Cass and Benton and 
their contemporaries. 

I was upon the very spot at which General 
Garfield was assassinated. 1tis marked by a sil- 
ver star on the floor in the passenger depot of the 
Baltimore and Potomac railroad, corner Sixth 
street and Pennsylvania avenue. 1 stopped at 
the old National hotel on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, corner Sixth street. At the National Mr. 
Clay lived when he was a member of the 
senate, and occupied room No. 15; and in 
this room e died, and his re- 
mains were taken to Lexington, Ky., where 
now stands an elegant monument to his mem- 
ory. The National was also Governor Alex- 
ander Stephens’s home for twenty years, and 
he occupied the same room, ‘No. 15, which Mr. 
Clay did, as asleeping room, with room 16 
joining, as his parlor; these are corner rooms 
on the second floor overlooking Sixth street. 
Mr. F. Tenny, who wag proprietor in the days 
of Messrs. Clay and Stephens, is still proprie- 
tor of the National, and he courteously took me 
np to the distinguished rooms, and | was sol- 
emnly impressed as I stood in the rooms in 
which two such great men, had lived, thought 
and labored for the best interest of our govern- 

ment, and in which one of whom ended his 
long and useful career. Mr. Stephens had his 
life size portrait (crayon), and standing by his 
side, a life size portrait of ‘‘Aleck,’’ his body 
servant, who was his slave, and until the day 
of his death, was his constant and loving ser- 
vant, made and presented to his old friend Mr. 
Tenney, as amemorial of himself, and in.teati- 
mony ef bis high appreciation of his old friend, 
he wrote the following sentiment under shis 
potrait, in his own hand:

I have never known a family 
who are so devoted to each other, and who are 
eo ready to saciafice for each other’s pleasure. 
Generosity and liberality were born prin- 
ciples with the Schaefer family, every grown 
person and every child received generous hol- 
iday presents, and each one seemed to think 
of ail but him or herself. Indeed it was a 
dining party I will never forget, and I trust 
Godin his mercy and loving kindness will 
permit many such a holiday dining and meet- 
ing ot this family to occur under theold home 
roof, at 76 Center street, Baltimore.

JOHN BELLA, WHITE, AND ANDY 
DOUSE, COLORED, ARRESTED, 


Jobn Bella Kilis a Man ia 1880,ia Henry County, 
and Skips Out—He Goes to Texas and ;Re- 
mains—He Starts Home and is Arrested 
in the Gate City—Ete. 


Two men charged with murder were enter- 
tained at the city prison yesterday. One was a 
young white man and the other was a negro. 

John Bella, the white man, is a Georgian. 
He is charged with having killed a man named 
George Dunn, near Stockbridge four years ago. 
He was arrested in this city early yesterday 
morning by Patrolmen Sheridan, Loony and 
Taylor. Bella isa Henry county man. Four 
years ago he and Dunn, his victim, were farm- 
ing together. They were both young men and 
widely known and highly esteemed near their 
home. They were the best of friends. They 
worked together, ate together and visited to- 
gether. When the time for laying in their 
crop came around they fell out about a trivial 
matter and 


A FIGHT ENSUED, 

The fight is said te have been a desperate 
ene, and during it Dunn was shot by a pistol. 
The ball entered Dunn’s body, making what 
proved to bea fatal wound. At first, however, 
the wound was not considered a fatal one, and 
Bella was not arrested. Dunn lived but a 
short time, and when he died Bella was not to 
be found. He left his home and went to 
Texas, where he has been since, No great 
eflort was made to find him, and consequently 
he was never disturbed by detectives and 
officers in the lone star state. 

Last week Bella took a notion to come home, 
as he says for the purpose of giving himself 
up, and reached Atlanta Tuesday night. Late 
night before last he was seen by a man who 
knew of his crime and who imparted his 
knowledge to the patrolmen. The patrolmen 
found no trouble in 

ARRESTING BELLA. 
He readily admitted his name. Soon after 
Bella’s arrest the Henry county sheriff was 
notified. Immediately he replied, requesting 
that Bella be held until he could reach At- 


lanta. Bella then sent for General Gartrell, 
with whom he had a _ conference. 
About noon the Henry county 
sheriff= reached Atlanta and in the 


afternoon started to McDonough with Bella. 
One of Bella’s brothers came to Atlanta yes- 
terday tosee the prisoner. The brother de- 
clared that the prisoner was on his way home 
to give himself up when he was arrested. It 
is claimed that Bella’s friends had engaged 
General L. J. Gartrell to defend him, and had 
written himtocome home. After reaching 
Atlanta he fell in with an old friend, with 
whom he was enjoying himself whep arrested. 
Bella is a young man, and has a good face. 
Mounted Officers Green and West 
ARRESTED ANDY DOUSE, 
a young negro man, yesterday morning. On 
the twenty-fourth day of last December Douse 
had a difheulty with a negro named Johnson. 
The difheulty occurred near the coffin factory, 
on Foundry street, and during it Douse stab- 
bed Johnson severely in the neck. Douse 
skipped out, and Johnson came near dying. 
Jobnson got out a few days ago, and repairing 
to police headquarters reported the case. The 
poliee department has been on the look out for 
Douse ever since, and yesterday the two 
mounted officers ran upon him near the expo- 
sition cctton mill. They had no idea, howey-

ARRESTING A MURDERER. 
After Douse was locked up he called one of the 
oflicers to his cell and informod him that they 
had arrested the right man. The officers did 
not exactly understand Douse, and began 
questioning .him. Douse soon gave himself 
away. He admitted that he had killed a man 
near Anniston, Ala., about one year ago, and 
seid that he thought that was the cause of his 
arrest. An examination of the record books 
at police headquarters showed up a description 
01 Douse. He is wanted for killing another 
negro who was working with him on the Geor- 
gia Pacific road.

ITRAINEDAND IT BLEW, 


Atlanta Gets a Ducking and Then is Fanned 
By a Gale. 

Yesterdey afternoon Atlanta was deluged 
with rain and last nighta gale blew over the 
city. Therain was almost unprecedented at 
onetime. It camedown in a rush and filled 
the streéts with little cfeeks.

A HEARTRENDING ACCIDENTS.

INDEPENDENCE BELL, 


Will the Old Bell Come by Atlanta?—Great 
Doubt About It. 


_ “Ts the liberty bell coming by Atlanta on 
its way to New Orleans?” asked a ConstITuTION 
man of Mr. Jenner, of the Georgia Pacific yes- 
terday. 

“There is no telling. My line was the first 
to propose carrying the bell, and I can’t be- 
lieve they will slight us. I think it will come 
down the State road to Atlanta, and go our 
line from here to Birmingham. There isa big 
contest among the railroads represented in 
Philadelphia to secure the honor of hauling 
the bell,” 

The mayor of Philadelphia, writing to the 
mayor of New Orleans, names the proposed 
route as follows: The special train carrying 
the bell leaves at 10 p. m., 23d, and makes 
eleven stops. The points of stoppage are: 
Lancatter, Harrisburg, Altoona and Pittsburg, 
Pennsylvania; Columbus and _ Cincinnati, 
Ohio; Louisville, Kentucky; Nashville,Tenn., 
and Birmingham, Montgomery and Mobile, 
Ala.

‘I recently walked up thestepsof the state house 
at Philadelphia, and there I saw old independeuce 
bell suspended over the stairway, very much like 
the bell made of flowers which is put over the 
bride at the marriage. It: hada rather verdigris 
appenrance, reenish, and the crack in it is touer- 
ablylongand effective, like Mercutio’s wound. 
But the very shape of the bell seems to touch the 
sensibilities pleasantly, as if it was drawn from the 
flower bells which hang over the meadows, and 
nature herself seems to have designed for the 
fields. The inscription on the a bell 
was. one of those coincidences which keep up our 
religious faith. Cast ah long time  be- 
fore the revolutionary war, or any probabil- 
ity of hostilities, it oceurred to the pious souls 
who put it up to haye something inscribed oa tae 
bellin raised letters,and they chose with the in- 
stinct of Angio Saxor men the words: ‘‘Proclaim 
liberty throughout the land to all the inhabitants 
thereof!’’ The old bell, inanimate, docile, imper- 
sonal, almost unconcious of thisinscription, hung 
there and was put to peaceful daily uses, till once 
op atime some quiet men in knee breeches and 
with eel skins over their greased hair passed a res- 
olution. The bell struck. It then occurred toone 
or two people passing underpeath that the inscrip- 
tion bad been obeyed.
